The man who is 
enabled to make his living in any com­ 
munity Is under a moral obligation to 
spend his money in such a way as to 
help his community. 
Prosperity Worth Protecting. 
Anything worth having is worth pro­ 
tecting, and if the prosperity of a 
community is worth anything to the 
people living In, it It is worth protect­ 
ing. 
If the chance for a man to earn 
a good living, to live well, to give his
